I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  voii  luy  report  on  the  liealth  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Urban  District  of  JEllinge  for  the  year  1908. 

POPUIjATIOM. — The  hrst  matter  to  be  dealt  with  is  the  estimation  of  the  number  of  persons 
assumed  to  liave  been  living  in  the  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  which  number  may  be  taken 
as  representing  the  mean  postulation  for  the  year,  and  which  may  form  the  basis  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

This  mean  ])oi)ulation  may  be  estimated  from  the  following  data:  — 

(1)  Natural  Increase. 

Since  the  census  of  1901,  when  the  population  was  4,232,  the  births  calcidated  to  the  middle 
of  1908  have  exceeded  tlie  deaths  by  418  ; therefore,  this  number  added  to  4,232  would  give  a popu- 
lation of  4,650. 

(2)  Assumption  of  the  continued  uniform  rate  of  increase. 

If  the  population  be  assumed  to  have  increased  at  the  rate  calculated  from  1891—1901,  the 
})opulation  by  tlie  middle  of  the  year  1908  would  have  become  4,410.

(3)  Calculation  based  on  the  ascertained  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  middle  of  the 

year. 

From  the  census  returns  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was  5.18.  If  this  avearge 
number  of  persons  ])er  house  has  remained  unaltered,  the  population  for  the  middle  of  the  year 
1908  will  be  4,687.

(4)  From  the  birth-rate,  wlrich  remains  fairly  constant  for  any  district. 

The  numl)er  of  Inrths  in  Billinge  for  the  year  1908  was  143,  this  number  multiiDlied  by  1,000 
and  divided  by  30.22,  which  is  the  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  ten  years,  gives  a population  of 
4,731. 

To  the  populations  estimated  by  the  above  methods,  it  is  necessary  to  add  60  for  tlie  residents 
at  Greenfield  School. 
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In  view  of  these  considerations,  1 am  of  opinion  that  tlie  number  4,600  may  be  reasonably 
taken  for  the  estimate  of  the  jjopulation  of  Billinge  as  existing  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1908. 

Having  regard  to  tlie  fact  that  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  a little  higher  in 
Billinge  Chapel  End  than  in  the  other  districts,  I have  taken  as  estimates  of  the  population  of  the 
separate  districts  the  following:  —

The  area  of  Billinge  is  4,591  acres,  and  the  density  of  the  population  is  1,002  per  acre.  The 
number  of  deaths  registei’ed  as  belonging  to  the  District  of  Billinge  in  1908  was  80,  of  which  31 
were  males,  and  49  females.  Three  of  the  deaths  were  registered  beyond  the  district.  The  death- 
rate  for  the  year  1908  equals  17.39  per  1,000  living,  against  10.22  for  1907,  and  15.83  for  the 
decennial  period  1898 — 1907. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1907  was  15.0,  as  against 
15.4  for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  80  deaths,  21  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  5 in  children  one  year  and 
under  5,  31  in  persons  five  years  and  under  65  years,  and  the  remaining  deaths,  which  total  23, 
over  the  65  years  age-period.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  21,  equal  to 
an  annual  infantile  death-rate  of  146.85  per  1,000  registered  births.  This  infant  death-rate  is 
somewhat  lower  than  the  average  for  the  decennial  1898 — 1907,  but  far  exceeds  the  rate  of  86, 
which  is  recorded  for  the  year  1907. 

BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1908  there  were  registered  within  the  district  143  births,  72 
males  and  71  females,  as  against  63  males  and  76  females,  and  a total  of  139  zegistered  for  1907. 
The  birth-rate  for  the  district  of  Billinge  is  31.08  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  26.3  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1907.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — During  the  year  there  were  notified  7 cases  of  infectious  disease, 
as  against  8 for  the  previous  year.  Four  of  the  cases  were  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  3 were  not  so

The  seven  principal  Epidemic  Diseases,  viz.: — Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Membranous  Croup,  Wlnmping  Cough,  Fever  (including  Enteric,  Typiius,  and  Continued 
Fever),  and  Diarrhoea,  gave  rise  to  2 deaths,  oi'  2.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  fi-om  all  causes. 
The  epidemic  death-rate  equals  .43,  which  is  slightly  low'er  than  last  year,  when  1.33  was  recorded. 
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SCARLET  FEVER.— Th  ree  case-;  of  this  diease  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  as  against 
a similar  number  for  1907,  and  9 cases  for  the  previous  year.  The  cases  were  equally  divided 
amongst  the  several  localities,  and  occurred  at  widely  different  intervals.  One  of  the  cases  un- 
doubtedlv  received  infection  from  without  the  district,  as  the  individual  had  attended  school  in  an 
infected  area.  Of  the  -3  cases,  one  ended  fatally  ; this  gives  a high  case-mortality,  but  compares  very 
favourablv  with  last  vear,  when  2 deaths  were  recorded  out  of  a similar  number  of  cases. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — One  case  of  this  disease,  which  occurred  in  the  practice  of  a midwife, 
has  been  notified  during  the  year.  The  case  was  visited,  but  no  source  ■ of  infection  could  be 
traced.. 

From  the  fact  that  Puerperal  Fever  is  at  times  associated  with  Erysipelas,  and  that  this  par- 
ticular person  has  in  the  past  shown  extreme  susceptibility  to  it,  having  already  had  three  attacks, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  the  puerperal  condition  arose  from  an  unrecognised  erysipelas  in  the 
woman  herself. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. — Three  cases  of  this  disease  have  received  voluntary  notifi- 
cation during  the  year.  1 am  pleased  to  report  tliat  regulations  made  under  an  Order  of  the  Local 
Covernment  Board  have  now  made  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  persons  under  the 
care  of  the  District  Medical  Officer  compulsorily  notifiable.  This  advance,  1 hope,  will  be  soon  fol- 
lowed bv  its  inclusion  in  the  list  already  scheduled  under  the  Compulsory  Notification  Diseases 
Act.  In  1904  Tuberculous  Diseases  caused  60  deaths  for  every  67  caused  by  tiie  aggregate  of  the 
chief  acute  Infectious  Diseases,  and  by  far  the  greater  number  of  these  were  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  This  disease,  which  is  most  fatal  in  early  and  middle  life,  must  be  followed  in  many 
cases  by  extreme  poverty  among  the  survivors,  and  this  in  itself  is  an  important  agent  in  j)repar- 
ino’  the  soil  for  further  infection.  On  investigating  the  3 cases  notified,  1 found  that  the  housing 
conditions  were  far  from  satisfactory,  and  that  ill  nutrition  and  fatigue  had  Ijeen  important  con- 
tributory influences. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  resulted  in  3 deaths,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  .h-j  per  1,000,  as 
against  .11:  per  1,000  for  190? 

WHOOPING  COUGH. — This  disease,  which  is  not  notifiable  in  the  district,  necessitated 
closure  of  the  Billinge  Infants’  School  for  a period  of  three  weeks  during  March.  Special  Reports 
were  forwarded  to  the  Jmcal  Government  Board  and  County  Council,  in  accordance  with  Article  IS 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  Order,  1S91.  This  epidemic  was  of  a mild  type,  not  a single  death 
resulting  either  from  the  disease  itself  or  from  any  of  the  complications  which  usually  accompany 
it. 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES,  comprising  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy,  gave  rise  to 
11  deaths,  or  13.75  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  These  deaths  were  equally  distributed 
over  the  whole  year,  and  were  chiefly  confined  to  persons  over  60  years  of  age.  The  respiratory^ 
death-rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  2.39,  as  compared  with  2.22  for  the  previous  year. 

DEATHS  UNCERTIFIED  BY  REGISTERED  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS.— One  death 
during  the  year  was  returned  as  “ not  certified,”  and  inquests  have  been  held  upon  four  cases, 
classified  as  f ollows  : —

OLD  PROPERTY. — Miicli  of  this  projiertv  in  Billiiige  Cliapel  End  would  cease  to  lx;  occupied 
if  only  houses  suitable  for  the  operative  class  were  available.  At  ])reseut  there  is  a dearth  of  this 
class  of  property,  and  in  consecpience  more  overcrowding  exists  in  this  district  than  in  the  other 
two.  Until  more  accommodation  is  provided,  eitlier  by  private  individuals  or  by  the  Council  adojd- 
ing  a Housing  Scheme,  no  great  improvement  can  be  expected,  a.-;  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
proper  administraticm  of  the  Pulhic  Health  and  Housing  Acts  without  suiiable  dwellings  for  the 
class  who  wotdd  be  displaced  by  the  carrying  out  of  the  sanitary  reepiirement s,  which  in  many  cases 
would  necessitate,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  Animal  Re])ort,  demolition  of  the  propertv.  1 am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  cellars  at  Fair  View  has  received  attention,  and 
that  owners  of  the  property  in  question  have  shown  their  willingness  as  far  as  possible  to  meet  the 
Council’s  requirements,  as  much  work  has  been  effected  without  the  serving  of  notices. 

DRAINS,  SEWERS,  AND  SEWACE  DISPOSAL. — All  new  drains  and  sewers  are  inspected 
by  the  Surveyor.  Complaints  arising  from  faulty  drains,  traps,  and  sewers  have  been  attended  to 
without  delay;  also  manholes  connected  with  the  latter  have  been  cleaned  out  and  efficiently  flushed. 
The  nuisance  resulting  from  the  emanation  of  sewer  gas  at  street  ventilators  has  ceased  to  exist  by  the 
flxing  of  more  ventilating  shafts  at  suitable  points.  This  improvement  1 consider  results  from  the 
sewer  gas  being  now  less  liable  to  concentration  from  tlie  increased  number  of  outlets,  and  the  venti- 
lating shafts  do  not  discharge  their  noxious  products  under  our  very  noses,  as  do  street  ventilators. 
At  Fair  View  the  complaint  from  surface  water  has  been  abated  by  the  laying  of  a suitable 
drain  and  the  flxing  of  grids  at  various  points  along  their  lines  of  flew.  Again, 
at  Plain  Tree  Farm,  several  drains  have  been  diverted,  the  middenstead  improved, 
and  the  risk  of  pollution  to  the  Watershed  Aiea  made  less  possible.  The  stream  at  Carmill 
Road  has  been  polluted  by  tlie  dei>osit  of  ashes  from  adjoining  property.  Tliis  breacli 
of  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1^90,  is  now  receiving  the  Council's  attention.  The 
several  sewage  farms  have  been  visited,  the  settling  tanks  and  channels  connected  with  them 
cleaned  out,  and  during  the  year  no  complaints  have  arisen  from  the  quality  of  their  effiuents. 

CLEANSING.  AND  SCAVENGING. — This  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Councirs  work- 
men. Several  lengths  of  footpaths  have  Ixeii  tiled,  many  grids  fl.xed  to  hasten  the  flow  of  surface 
water  from  the  roads,  and  macadam  laid  and  rollered  in  where  necessary.  The  difficulty  connected 
with  the  removal  of  nightsoil  by  the  farmers  has  been  removed  lyv  the  circulation  of  notices  imposing 
duties  upon  the  occupier,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  work.  The  nuisance  aidsing  from  the  throwing  of 
ashes  upon  the  footpaths  in  Beacon  and  Carmill  Roads  has  received  the  Council's  attention,  and  the 
insanitary  state  of  the  private  road  at  Fair  View  is  now  under  consideration.  The  condition  of 
yard  spaces  connected  with  old  property  does  not  receive  the  attention  necessary  for  health  require- 
ments, either  a badly  paved  surface  or  pools  of  stagnant  water  taking  the  place  of  a surface  which 
can  be  efficiently  drained  and  kept  clean. 

Twenty-four  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year  to  abate  the  following  nuisances:  —

Of  the  twenty-four  notices,  13  have  been  complied  with. 

DISINFECTION. — This  has  been  carried  out  as  in  the  past,  by  means  of  chemical  agents, 
viz.: — Sanitas  Compounds,  Sulphur  Candles,  and  Izal  Fluid.  For  the  fumigation  of  rooms  For- 
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uiaklehvde  Tablets  are  now  being  tried,  the  Saiiiras  Foriiiigator  ' being  the  apparatus  used  for 
their  vapourisation.  During  the  year  disinfectants  have  been  liberally  sxipplied  for  washing  and 
disinfecting  of  houses,  house  gullies  and  drains  : also  the  work  of  scavenging  is  carried  out  under 
tlieir  liberal  use.  I’lie  cottage  at  Bruwnlow  has  received  attention,  the  walls  having  been  cemented 
and  the  drainage  imjjroved.  There  is  further  need  of  better  ventilation  to  this  building,  and 

suitable  fireplaces  would  be  a valuable  adjunct,  as  the  ones  in  present  use  are  of  a very  old  type. 

No  case  has  been  received  into  the  cottage  during  the  year,  but  it  is  in  readiness  for  any  emer- 
gency, as  a Carekeeper  is  always  in  attendance. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. — These  have  been  visited,  but  cannot  be  con- 
sidered very  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  1 am  pleased  to  re})ort  that  many  farmers  liave  almost 
ceased  to  keep  cattle,  and  are  only  supplying  their  own  workj^eople  with  milk.  This  change  1 
hope  will  be  followed  by  the  milk  trade  being  carried  on  by  fewer  persons,  so  that  more  frequent 
visits  may  Ire  made  to  these  places,  and  therefore  a better  supervision  exercised  over  its  production 
and  preservation.  It  is  regrettable  to  hnd  that  in  a farming  district  as  Rillinge  “ condensed  " 
milk  should  have  introduced  itself  into  so  many  homes  and  taken  the  place  of  fresh  cow's  milk, 
which  is  so  important  a food  at  all  times,  and  particularly  for  infants  and  invalids. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. — There  are  only  two  registered  in  the  district,  as  against  three  for 
last  3'ear.  These  have  been  visited  at  various  times,  and  the  notices  served  on  the  one  at  Billinge 

Higher  End  have  been  complied  Avith.  No  breach  either  of  the  Sanitary  Acts  or  Bye-Laws  has 

been  recorded  from  these  places,  and  meat  killed  beyond  the  district  has  been  inspected  from  time 
to  time.  However,  as  most  of  the  meat  is  that  of  imported  cattle,  1 think  that  peo2>le  ilesiring 
home-fed  meat  should  be  ^Ji'otected  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. — The  duties  imjrosed  ujmn  me  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  with  regard  to  these  jrremises  have  been  carried  out.  All  the  premises  have  been  in- 
spected, and  the  requirements  of  the  Act  have  received  the  fullest  consideration.  Owing  to  three 
of  the  workplaces  in  the  district  not  coming  under  the  heading  of  “domestic”  workshops,  by 
reason  of  the  work  being  done  intermittently  and  not  furnishing  the  chief  means  of  living,  the 
number  of  places  now  registered  has  been  diminislied.  During  the  year  no  infectious  disease  has 
occurred  upon  these  2^1'emises,  nor  has  the  District  Inspector  of  Factories  rejjorted  any  sanitary 
defects  to  the  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — This  is  of  good  quality,  and  meets  the  present  demand  of  the  district. 
Several  new  connections  have  been  made,  and  at  Gauntley  House  Farm  the  Council’s,  water  has  been 
substituted  for  that  obtained  from  a well  liable  to  pollution.  The  dangers  to  the  watershed  area 
from  insanitary  middensteads  have  received  attention,  and  now  the  risk  of  contamination  from 
collecting  drains  has  been  made  almost  impossible.  The  water  scheme  for  the  making  of  two 
reservoirs  has  not  iirogiessed  Ireyond  the  holding  of  a public  inquiry,  which  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  I.ocal  Government  Board.  Several  reijairs  have  been  done  to  the  engines  connected 
with  the  water-shafts,  and  a new  pump  has  been  fi.xed  in  No.  2 Shaft.
